An  Adi  to  prevent  the  Importation  of  Slaves,  by  any 
of  His  Majefty’s  Subjedls,  into  any  Iflands,  Colo¬ 
nies,  Plantations,  or  Territories  belonging  to  any 
Foreign  Sovereign,  State,  or  Power  ;  and  alfo  to 
render  more  effectual  a  certain  Order,  made  by  His 
Majefty  in  Council  on  the  Fifteenth  Day  of  Auguji 
One  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  five,  for  prohibit¬ 
ing  the  Importation  of  Slaves  (except  in  certain 
Cafes),  into* any  of  the  Settlements,  Iflands,  Co¬ 
lonies,  or  Plantations  on  the  Continent  of  America , 
or  in  the  Weft  Indies ,  which  have  been  furrendered 
to  His  Majefty’s  Arms  during  the  prefent  War  ; 
and  to  prevent  the  fitting  out  of  Foreign  Slave 
Ships  from  Britijb  Ports.  [23d  May  1806.] 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  prevent  the  fupplying  the  Iflands, 
Colonies,  and  Territories,  heionging  to  any  Foreign  Sovereign, 
State,  or  PcKver,  with  Slaves,  by  or  on  account  of  any  of  His 
Majefty’s  Subjects,  or  by  Means  of  their  Ships,  Capital,  or  Credit ;  and 
to  prevent  the  fitting  out  of  Foreign  Slave  Ships  from  Britijh  Ports :  And 
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whereas  Ilis  Majefly  by  Ills  Order  in  Council,  bearing  Date  the  Fifteenth 
Day  of  Airlift  One  thou  fund  eight  hundred  and  five,  was  pleafed  to  order, 
“  That  it  Should  not  be  lawful,  except  by  fpecial  Licence  as  therein  men¬ 
tioned,  for  any  Slave  or  triaves  to  be  landed  upon  any  of  the  Coafts,  or 
imported  or  brought  into  yn*y  of  the  Ports,  I  mrbours,  Creeks,  or  Roadj, 
or  within  lire  Limits,  Jurifdiclions,  and  Territories  of  any  of  the  Settle¬ 
ments  Iflands,  Colonies,  or  Plantations  on  the  Continent  of  America ,  cr 
in  the  Wejl  I/ulics ,  which  have  been  Surrendered  to  Ilis  Majefty’s  Arms 
during  the  prefent  War,  until  further  Order,  upon  Pain  that  all  Slaves  fo 
landed  or  brought  contrary  to  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning  of  that  Order, 
together  with  the  VeffeL  bringing  in  the  fame,  or  from  which  the  lame 
fhould  be  landed,  and  their  Cargoes,  fhould  become  forfeited  to  His  Ma- 
jefty.  His  Heirs  and  SuccefTors ;  but  the  faid  Order  recited,  that  it  might 
be  expedient  to  permit  the  Annual  Introduction  cm  a  limited  Number  of 
Slaves  under  due  Regulations,  for  the.  Purpofe  of  fupplying  any  Watte 
that  fhould  take  place  in  the  Population  on  particular  4iLates,  trom  ex¬ 
traordinary  or  unavoidable  Caufes,  and  thereby  of  keeping  up  he  Cul¬ 
tivation  of  the  Lands  already  cleared  and  cultivated  ;  and  it  v.as  there. ore 
further  ordered,  that  any  Number  of  Slaves,  not  exceeding  Three  tor 
every  Hundred  of  the  whole  Number  of  Slaves  in  the  faid  Settlements, 
Iflands,  Colonies,  and  Plantations  refpectfvely  (Returns  whereof  were  to 
be  made  from  Time  to  Time,  in  purluance  of  Inftruchcr.s  to  be  trans¬ 
mitted  by  One  of  His  Majefty’s  Principal  Secretaries  of  State),  might  be 
imported  in  each  Year  (provided  C.afualties  to  that  Extent  fhould  ^appear 
to  have  taken  place  in  the  preceding  h  car),  under  Licences  to  oe  pre- 
vioufly  granted  by  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Officer  aomr- 
niftering  the  Government  of  the  laid  Settlements,  Iflands,  Colonies,  and 
Plantations,  from  any  other  of  His  Majefty’s  Colonies  in  the  Weft  indies^ 
into  the  faid  Settlements,  Iflands,  Colonies,  and  Plantations  ;  fuen  Licence, 
or  a  Copy  thereof,  to  be  produced  by  the  M after  of  the  Ship  on  which 
fuch  Slaves  are  laden,  as  his  Authority  for  having  Slaves  on  board  deftmed 
to  the  faid  Settlements,  Iflands,  Colonies,  and  Plantations  :  Provided 
always,  that  until  the  Firft  Day  of  January  One  thouiand  eight  hundred 
and  feven,  fuch  limited  Importation  might  be  made  from  othc.  1  laces  than 
His  Maiefty’s  Colonies  in  the  Wejl  Indies  as  aforclaid,  and  without  its  being 
neceffary  for  the  M  after  of  the  Veffel,  if  met  with  at  Sea,  to  produce  the 
faid  Licence,  or  a  Copy  thereof,  as  his  Authority  for  having  the  Slaves 
defb’ned  as  aforefaid  on  board,  but  fubjeCt  neveithelefs  to  fuch  Licence 
fc.Jn'v  firft  had  and  obtained  as  aforefaid,  before  any  Slaves  fhould  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  belauded  or  fold  from  fuch  Veffel  in  any  of  the  faid  Settlements : 
And,  after  further  reciting  that  fpecial  Inftruchons  would  be  immediately 
tranfmitted  by  One  of  Ilis  Majefty’s  Principal  Secretaries  cr  State  to  the 
Governors,  Lieutenant  Governors,  or  Officers  adminiftering  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  faid  Colonies,  Settlements,  and  Plantations jefpeftively,  con¬ 
taining  the  Regulations  proper  for  carrying  that  Order  into  effectual  Ex¬ 
ecution,  directing  and  empowering  them  to  grant  Licences  tor  the  Im¬ 
portation  of  fuch  limited  Number  of  Slaves  as  aforeiaid,  lubjedt  to  fuch 
Regulations  as  in  the  iaid  laftructions  would  be  provided,  it  was  tnereby 
declared  to  be  His  Majefty’s  further  Order,  that  fuch  Governor,  Lieute¬ 
nant  Governor,  or  other  Officer  as  aforefaid,  fhould  be,  and  they  thereby 
were  refpedtively  authorized  and  empowered  to  grant  fuen  Licences,  upon 

me!:  Terms  and  Conditions-,  and  fubject  to  fuch  Regulations  as,  in  con- 
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formity  to  and  in  furtherance  of  the  Object  of  fuch  Inftru&ions,  might 
from  Time  to  Time  be  required  :  And  ir  was  thereby  further  ordered,  that 
the  Prohibition  therein  before  contained  fhould  not  extend  to  prevent  the 
importing  or  landing  of  any  Slaves  which  fhould  be  imported  into  the 
laid  Colonies,  Iflands,  and  Plantations,  by  Licence  fir  ft  had  for  im¬ 
porting  the  fame,  under  the  Hand  and  Seal  of  His  Majefty’s  Governor, 
or  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Officer  adminiftering  the  Government  of 
the  Colony,  Settlements,  or  Plantations  into  which  faid  Slaves  are  to  be 
imported,  fpecifying  the  Ship  or  Veffel  permitted  to  import  the  fame, 
in  Conformity  with  the  Inftructions  to  be  received  from  One  of  His 
Majefty’s  Principal  Secretaries  of  State  as  aforefaid,  but  that  all 
Slaves,  except  fuch  Slaves  as  may  form  Part  of  the  Crew  of  any 
Veflels,  or  may  be  Houfehold  Servants  to  the  Paffengers  therein, 
which  fhould  be  landed  without  fuch  Licence  as  aforefaid,  and  without 
conforming  to  fuch  Regulations  as  Ihould  be  contained  therein,  ftould, 
together  with  the  Veffels  bringing  the  fame,  or  from  which  the  fame 
Ihould  be  landed,  and  their  Cargoes,  become  forfeited  to  Plis  Majefty, 
His  Heirs  and  Succeffors ;  and  in  cafe  any  Veffel  Ihould  contain  more  Slaves 
than  the  Number  permitted  to  be  imported  in  fuch  Veffel  by  any  fuch  Li¬ 
cence  or  Licences,  fuch  Number  of  the  moft  valuable  of  the  Slaves  on.  board 
fuch  Veffel  (other  than  fuch  Slaves  as  might  form  Part  of  the  Crew  of 
fuch  Veffel,  or  might  be  Houfehold  Servants  to  the  Paffengers  J  as  Ihould 
be  equal  to  the  Excefs  beyond  the  Number  mentioned  in  fuch  Licence 
or  Licences,  ihould  be  forfeited  to  His  Fdajefty,  His  Heirs  and  Succeffors, 
and  ihould  be  feledted  and  difpofed  of  in  fuch  Manner  as  might  be  in  that 
Behalf  directed  by  any  Inftrudtions  from  One  of  Plis  Majefty’s  Principal 
Secretaries  of  State,  to  be  given  to  the  refpeftive  Governors,  Lieutenant 
Governors,  or  other  Officers  adminiftering  the  Government  of  fuch  Co¬ 
lonies,  Settlements,  and  Plantations  as  aforefaid :  And  it  was  thereby 
further  ordered  and  provided,  that  nothing  therein  contained  ihould  be 
extended  or  conftrued  to  extend  to  the  landing,  importing,  or  bringing  in 
of  any  Slave  or  Slaves  from  or  by  any  Veffel  which  by  Strefs  of  Weather 
or  by  any  other  Peril  fhould  be  driven  on  the  Coaft  of  any  fuch  Colonies, 
Settlements,  or  Plantations,  or  compelled  to  take  refuge  on  fuch  Coaft, 
or  within  the  Creeks  and  Plarbours  of  fuch  Colonies,  Settlements,  or 
Plantations,  provided  the  Slave  or  Slaves  which  fhould  be  fo  imported, 
landed,  or  brought  in  as  laft  aforefaid,  fliould  be  exported  to  fome  Place 
or  Places,  other  than  any  of  the  Colonies,  Settlements,  cr  Plantations  to 
which  the  faid  Order  applied,  within  Ten  Days  from  the  Importation, 
landing,  cr  bringing  in  of  the  fame,  unlefs  further  detained  by  Strefs  of 
Weather,  or  provided  the  fame  fhould  within  fuch  Ten  Days  be  fold 
under  the  fpecial  Licence  of  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  or 
Officer  adminiftering  the  Government  of  the  Colony,  Settlement,  or 
Plantation  where  fuch  Slaves  might  be,  to  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  as 
under  the  Circumftances  of  his,  her,  or  their  Cafes  (which  Circumftance 
fhould  be  inferted  in  fuch  fpecial  Licence)  might  at  the  Date  thereof  be 
entitled  to  obtain  a  Licence  or  Licences  to  import  fuch  Number  of  Slaves 
as  he,  flie,  or  they  fhould  in  and  by  fuch  fpecial  Licence  or  Licences  be 
permitted  to  purchafe :  And  it  was  thereby  further  ordered  and  declared, 
that  One-third  of  every  Forfeiture  which  fliould  accrue  in  confequence 
of  that  Order  to  His  Majefty,  His  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  fhould  be  granted 
to  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Officer  adminiftering  the  Go¬ 
vernment 
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vemmeut  of  the  Colony,  and  One-third  to  the  Party  who  fhould  inform 
and  profecute  the  fame And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  the  Prohibition 
conta  ned  in  the  laid  Order  of  Council  ihould  be  enforced  and  rendered 
more  efle&ual  by  fuch  auxiliary  Regulations  and  Remedies  as  the  Au¬ 
thority  of  His  Majefty  in  Council  was  infufheient  to  provide;  May 
it  therefore  pleafe  your  Majefty  that  it  may  be  enacted ;  and  be  it 
enacted  by  the  King’s  mod  Excellent  Majefty,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and 
Confent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  pre- 
fent  Parliament  affembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  That,  from 
and  after  the  Firft  Day  of  'January  Onethoufand  eight  hundred  and  feven, 
it  {hall  not  be  lawful  to  export,  tranfport,  carry,  convey,  or  fend  any 
Slave  or  Slaves  (except  in  fuch  fpecial  Cafes  as  are  herein-after  excepted) 
from  any  Part  of  His  Majefty’s  Dominions  to  any  Ifland,  Settlement, 
Colony,  Plantation,  Territory,  or  Place  whatever,  belonging  to  and  under 
the  Dominion  of  any  Foreign  Sovereign,  State,  or  Power,  the  Provifions 
of  certain  A£ts  of  Parliament  made  for  eftablifhing  certain  Free  Ports  in 
the  Wejl  Indies ,  or  any  other  Statute,  Law,  or  Ufage  to  the  contrary  not- 
withftanding;  and  if  any  Slave  or  Slaves  {hall,  from  and  after  the  Day 
aforefaid,  be  fo  unlawfully  exported,  tranfported,  carried,  conveyed,  or 
fent,  or  {hall  be  embarked,  put  on  board,  or  tranftiipped  at  cr  from  any 
Part  of  His  Majefty’s  Dominions  with  Intent  to  be  fo  unlawfully  exported, 
tranfported,  carried,  conveyed,  or  fent,  all  and  every  fuch  Slave  or  Slaves, 
together  with  every  Ship  or  Veffel  in  which  the  fame  {hall  be  fo  exported, 
tranfported,  carried,  conveyed,  fent,  embarked,  put  on  board,  or  tran¬ 
ftiipped,  together  with  all  her  Boats,  Guns,  Tackle,  Apparel,  and  Furni¬ 
ture,  {hall  be  forfeited,  and  fhall  and  may  be  feized  and  profecuted  as 
herein-after  is  mentioned  and  provided. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacled  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That,  from  and 
after  the  faid  Firft  Day  of  January  One  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  fever, 
it  fhall  not  be  lawful  to  or  for  any  of  His  Majefty’s  Subjects,  or  any  Per- 
fon  or  Perfons  refident  within  this  United  Kingdom,  or  any  of  the  Iftands, 
Colonies,  Dominion?,  or  Territories  thereto  belonging,  to  export,  tranf- 
port,  carry,  convey,  or  fend,  or  cault  or  procure  to  be  exported,  tranf¬ 
ported,  carried,  conveyed,  or  fent,  or  in  any  Manner  to  aid,  abet,  or 
aftift  in  the  exporting,  tranfporting,  carrying,  conveying,  or  fending  any 
Slave  or  Slaves  from  Africa  or  elfewhere  (except  from  His  Majefty’s  Wejl 
India  Blands,  in  fuch  fpecial  Cafes  as  are  herein-after  exprefsly  excepted 
and  provided  for)  to  any  Ifland,  Settlement,  Colony,  Plantation,  Terri¬ 
tory,  or  Place  whatever,  belonging  to  and  under  the  Dominion  of  any 
Foreign  Sovereign,  State,  or  Power,  or  to  ftiip,  embark,  tranftiip,  or  put 
on  board,  or  caufe  or  procure  to  be  embarked.  Clipped,  tranftiipped,  or 
put  on  board,  or  to  aid,  abet,  or  aftift  in  the  embarking,  {hipping,  tran- 
ftiipping,  or  putting  on  board  any  Ship  or  Veffel  whatever,  at  Africa  or 
elfewhere,  any  Slave  cr  Slaves  (except  as  aforefaid'  with  the  Intent  to  the 
exporting,  tranfporting,  carrying,  conveying,  or  fending  the  fame  to  any 
fuch  Foreign  Ifland,  Settlement,  Colony,  Plantation,  or  Territory  or 
Place  ;  and  if  any  Slave  or  Slaves  {hall  be  fo  unlawfully  exported,  tranf¬ 
ported,  carried,  conveyed,  or  fent  or  embarked,  {hipped,  tranftiipped, 
or  put  on  board  with  fuch  unlawful  Intent  as  aforefaid,  all  and  every 
fuch  Slave  or  Slaves,  and  every  Ship  or  Veffel  in  which  the  fame  fhall  be 
fo  unlawfully  exported,  tranfported,  carried,  conveyed,  cr  lent,  or  era- 
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barked,  fhipped,  tranfhipped,  or  put 'on  board,  together  with  all  her 
Boats,  Guns,  Tackle,  Apparel,  and  Furniture,  fo  far  as  any  of  His 
Majefly’s  Subjects,  or  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  refident  as  aforefaid,  have 
or  hath  any  Property,  Share,  or  Interefl  therein,  fliall  become  forfeited, 
and  fhall  and  may  be  feized  and  profecuted  as  herein-after  is  mentioned 
and  provided.  , 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  Slave  or  Slaves  fhall  be  Penalties  for 
landed  upon  any  of  the  Coafls,  or  imported  or  brought  into  any  of  the  slavescoiftrary 
Ports,  Harbours,  Creeks,  or  Roads,  or  within  the  Limits,  Juiifdictions,  to  Order  in 
and  Territories  of  any  of  the  Settlements,  Iflands,  Colonies,  or  Plan-  anys^tiement 
tations  on  the  Continent  of  America*  or  in  the  Weft  Indies ,  which  have  in  A  nerica  or 
been  iurreiidered  to  His  Majefly’s  Arms  during  the  prefent  War,  without  'ljfes  ,;v^it  hn' 
fuch  Special  Licence  for  landing,  importing,  and  bringing  the  fame,  as  in  have  furren- 
and  by  the  faid  Order  in  Council  is  mentioned,  having  been  previoufly  Mljdty°sHl5 
obtained,  contrary  to  the  Prohibitions  contained  in  the  faid  Order,  all  and  Anns  during 
every  fuch  Slave  or  Slaves,  together  with  the  Ship  or  Veffel  by  or  from  ^,e3Prtrent 
which  the  fame  fhall  be  fo  landed,  imported,  or  brought,  and  all  her 

Boats,  Guns,  Tackle,  Apparel,  and  Furniture,  fhall  become  forfeited, 
and  fhall  and  may  be  feized,  forfeited,  and  profecuted  as  herein-after  is 
mentioned  and  provided. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enabled  by  the  Authority  aforefaid.  That  if  any  Penalties  for 
Slave  or  Slaves  fhall  be  exported  from  or  embarked,  fhipped,  tranfhipped,  f rumor" akin tr 
or  taken  onboard  any  Ship  or  Veffel  whatever,  at  any  Ifland,  Settlement,  on  board  at 
Colony,  Plantation,  or  Territory  under  the  Dominion  of  His  Majefly  orin^Bmiih  ’ 
His  Heirs  or  Succeflors,  or  fhall  be  exported  from  or  embarked,  fhipped,  ships  or  Vef- 
tranfhipped,  or  taken  on  board  at  Africa ,  or  on  the  Coafl  thereof,  or  elfe- 

where,  in  any  Britifh  Ship  or  Veffel,  or  any  Ship  or  Veffel  owned  or  em-  in  Africa  or  ’ 
ployed  in  Whole  or  in  Part  by  any  of  His  Majefty’s  Subjects,  or  for  or  ejfewhere,^ 
on  Account  of  any  of  His  Majefly’s  Subjects,  in  order  and  with  Intent  to  intent  to 
be  tranfported,  carried,  or  conveyed  to  any  or  either  of  the  faid  Settle-  import  into 
>  ments,  Iflands,  Colonies,  or  Plantations  on  the  Continent  of  America ,  or  tiement,  &cT 
in  the  Weft  Indies ,  which  have  been  furrendered  to  His  Majefly’s  Arms  contrary  to 
during  the  prefent  War,  and  to  be  there  imported  or  landed,  without  fuch  council? 
Special  Licence  as  aforefaid,  contrary  to  the  faid  Order  in  Council,  all  and 
every  fuch  Slave  and  Slaves,  together  with  every  Ship  or  Veffel  in  or  by 
which  the  fame  fhall  be  fo  exported,  embarked,  fhipped,  tranfhipped,  or 
taken  on  board,  and  all  her  Boats,  Guns,  Tackle,.  Apparel,  and  Furniture 
fhall  become  forfeited,  and  fhall  and  may  be  feized  and  profecuted  as 
herein-after  is  mentioned  and  provided  :  Provided  always,  that  nothing  in  His  Majefly 
this  Adi  contained  fhall  extend  or  be  conflrued  to  extend  to  prevent  His  ordain 
Majefly,  His  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  from  revoking,  annulling,  varying,  or  Council, 
altering  the  faid  Order  in  Council,  or  any  of  the  Regulations  or  Inftruc- 
tions  in  regard  to  Special  Licences  therein  contained,  mentioned,  or  referred 
to,  as  to  His  Royal  Wifdom  fhall  from  Time  to  Time,  during  the  Con¬ 
tinuance  of  the  prefent  War,  feem  meet. 


V.  And  be  it  further  enabled,  That  if  any  of  His  Majefly’s  Subjects, 
of  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  refident  within  this  United  Kingdom,  or  any 
of  the  Iflands,  Colonies,  Dominions,  or  Territories  belonging  to,  or  in 
the  Poffeflion  of  His  Majefly,  His  Heirs  or  Succeffors,  fhall  unlawfully 
land,  import,  fend,  tranfport,  carry,  convey,  embark,  fhip,  trapfhip,  or 
.<  5  A  put 
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put  or  take  on  board,  or  caufe  or  procure  to  be  landed,  imported,  ex¬ 
ported,  fent,  tranfported,  carried,  conveyed,  embarked,  (hipped,  tranfhipped, 
or  put  or  taken  on  board,  or  (hall  be  aiding,  abetting,  or  aflbling  in  the 
landing,  importing,  exporting,  fending,  tranfporting,  carrying,  conveying, 
embarking,  (hipping,  tranfliipping,  or  putting  or  taking  on  board  any 
Slave  or  Slaves,  contrary  to  any  of  the  Prohibitions  in  the  faid  Order  in 
Council,  or  in  this  Adi  contained,  every  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfon*  fo  offend¬ 
ing,  (hall  refpeftively  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  and  every  Slave  fo  unlaw¬ 
fully  landed,  imported,  exported,  fent,  tranfported,  carried,  conveyed, 
embarked,  (hipped,  tranfhipped,  or  put  or  taken  on  board,  the  Sum  of 
Fifty  Pounds  lawful  Money  of  Great  Britain  :  Provided  always,  that  no 
Penalty  or  Forfeiture  fliall  be  incurred  by  any  landing  or  importing,  or 
tranfhipping  or  carrying  of  any  Slave  or  Slaves,  contrary  to  the  faid  Order 
in  Council,  or  to  this  Aft,  when  it  fhall  be  clearly  proved  to  the  Satis¬ 
faction  of  the  Court,  before  which  any  Inch  Forfeiture,  cr  any  Suit  for 
any  fuch  Penalty  (hall  be  profecuted,  that  the  prohibited  Aft  entirely  arefe 
from  Strefs  of  Weather,  Peril  of  the  See,  or  ether  inevitable  Accident, 
the  Burden  of  which  Proof  fliall  in  all  Cafes  lie  on  the  Claimant  or  Defen¬ 
dant  :  Provided  alfo,  that  nothing  in  this  Aft  fliall  extend  to  prevent  the 
Tranfpor ration  to  any  Foreign  Colony  or  Place  of  any  Slave  or  Slaves  that 
fliall  have  been  convicled  by  due  Courfe  of  Law,  in  any  B>'iiijh  liland  or 
Colony,  of  any  Crime  to  which  the  Puniflnnient  of  Transportation  is  or 
fliall  be  annexed  by  the  Law  of  fuch  Ifland  or  Colony  ;  but  in  every  fuch 
Cafe  a  Copy  of  the  Judgement  or  Sentence,  certified  by  the  Court  before 
which  the  Offender  was  convifted,  fnall  be  put  on  board  in  the  Ship  or 
Veffel  in  which  any  fuch  Convift  fliall  be  tranfported. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  from  and  afier  the  faid  Firrt  Day 
of  January  One  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  fever),  it  fliall  not  be  lawful 
to  or  for  any  of  His  Majefty’s  Subjects,  or  to  or  for  any  Perfon  or  Per- 
fons  refident  in  this  United  Kingdom,  or  in  any  of  the  Colonies,  Terri¬ 
tories,  or  Dominions  thereto  belonging,  to  invert  or  employ  any  Sum  or 
Sums  of  Money,  or  any  Ship  or  Veffel,  Goods  or  Effefts  to  him  or 
them  belonging,  in  trading  in  or  carrying  Slaves  from  Africa  or  eife- 
where,  to  any  Settlement,  Ifland,  Colony,  Plantation,  Territory,  or  Place 
belonging  to  and  under  the  Dominion  of  any  Foreign  Sovereign,  State,  cr 
Power,  or  to  any  cf  the  faid  Settlements,  Iflands,  Colonies,  or  Plantations 
which  have  been  fur  rendered  to  His  Majefly’s  Arms  during  the  prefent 
War  (except  fuch  limited  and  licenfed  Trade  to  the  latter  as  is  by  the  faid 
Order  in  Council,  and  by  this  prefent  Aft  allowed)  or  knowingly  or  wil¬ 
fully  to  lend  or  advance  any  Sum  or  Sums  of  Money,  or  to  become 
Seeurity  in  any  Manner  for  the  Loan  or  Advance  of  any  Sum  or  Sums  of 
Money,  Goods  or  Effefts,  for  the  Purpofe  of  being  employed  or  ufed  in 
any  fuch  Trade  or  Carriage  of  Slaves,  except  as  aforefaid,  or  to  become 
Guarantee  or  Security  for  any  Faclor  or  Agent  to  be  employed  in  the 
Sale  of  Slaves  in  or  for  the  Ufe  cr  Supply  of  any  fuch  Foreign  Settlement, 
Ifland,  Colony,  Plantation,  Territory,  or  Place,  or  (except  fuch  limited 
and  licenfed  Trade  as  aforelaid)  in  or  for  the  Ufe  or  Supply  of  any  of  the 
faid  Settlements,  [(lands,  Colonies,  or  Plantations  which  have  been  fur- 
rendered  to  His  Majefty’s  Arms  during  the  prefent  War,  or  otherwife  to 
engage  as  a  Partner,  Faftor,  Agent,  or  otherwife,  direftly  or  indirectly, 
in  the  fupplying  with  Slaves  any  fuch  Foreign  Ifland,  Colony,  Territory, 
or  Place,  or  any  of  the  faid  Settlements,  Iflands,  Colonies,  or  Plantations 

which 
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which  have  been  furrendered  to  His  Majefty’s  Arms  during  the  prcfent 
War,  except  as  before  excepted,  upon  Pain  that  every  Perfon  or  Perfons 
who  (hall  knowingly  or  wilfully  fo  employ  any  Ship  or  Veflel,  Goods  or 
Eftedts,  or  fo  invert;,  employ,  lend,  advance,  or  fecure  any  Sum  or  Sums 
of  Money  for  any  of  the  Purpofes  aforefaid,  or  become  Guarantee  or  Se¬ 
curity  for  any  fuch  Fadtor  or  Agent  as  aforefaid,  or  otherwife  to  engage 
as  Partner,  Fadtor,  Agent,  or  otherwife,  in  fupplying  Slaves  as  aforefaid 
knowingly  and  wilfully,  contrary  to  the  true  Intetn  and  Meaning  of  this 
Prohibition,  fhall  forfeit  or  pay  for  every  fuch  Offence  Double  the  Value 
of  all  the  Money,  Ships,  Vefl'els,  Goods,  and  Effedts  fo  by  him  or  them 
employed,  lent,  advanced,  or  fecured,  to  be  recovered  and  applied  as  is 
herein-after  mentioned  and  provided  ;  and  every  Mortgage,  Bond,  Bill, 

Note,  or  other  Security  made  or  given  for  l'ecuring  the  Payment  of  any 
fuch  unlawful  Loan  or  Advance,  or  for  any  other  the  unlawful  Purpofes 
aforefaid,  fhall  be  abfolutely  null  and  void  (except  in  the  Cafe  of  a 
bond  fide  Purchafer  or  Holder  of  any  fuch  of  the  laid  Securities  as  are  in 
their  Nature  negociable,  who  may  have  purchafed  or  obtained  the  lame, 
without  Notice  that  the  fame  were  made  or  given  for  or  in  Confideration 
of  any  of  the  unlawful  Purpofes  aforefaid). 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  from  and  after  the  faid  Firft  Day  prohibition 
of  January  One  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  feven,  if  any  of  His  Majefty’s  o(  e 

Subjects,  or  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  refident  within  this  United  Kingdom,  un  ,j  " 
or  within  any  of  the  Illands,  Colonies,  Dominions,  or  Territories  there-  slave  T.aCe. 
unto  belonging,  fhall  knowingly  and  wilfully  infure,  or  caufe  or  procure 
to  be  infured,  any  Ship,  Veffel,  Slaves,  Goods,  or  Commodities  whatfo- 
ever,  employed  or  to  be  employed  in  the  trading  in  or  carrying  of  Slaves 
from  Africa  or  elfewhere,  to  any  Ifland,  Colony,  Territory,  or  Place  be¬ 
longing  to  or  under  the  Dominion  of  any  Foreign  Sovereign  or  State,  or 
to  any  of  the  faid  Settlements,  Illands,  Colonies,  or  Plantations,  which 
have  been  furrendered  to  His  Majefly’s  Arms  during  the  prefent  War, 

(except  fuch  limited  and  licenfed  Trade  to  the  latter  as  is  by  the  faid  Order 
in  Council,  and  this  prefent  Aft  allowed),  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  fo  infuring 
or  caufmg  or  procuring  any  fuch  Infurance  to  be  made,  fhall  forfeit  and 
pay  for  every  fuch  Offence  the  Sum  of  Five  hundred  Pounds ;  and  every 
fuch  Infurance  fhall  be  abfolutely  null  and  void. 


VIII.  And  be  it  further  enadted,  That,  from  and  after  the  faid  Firft  Day  of  Pr<'l>ih>tfnn 
January  One  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  feven',  if  fhall  not  be  lawful  for 
any  Britijh  Ship  or  Veffel,  or  for  her  Boats,  Officers,  or  Mariners,  to  be  reign  ships  or 
employed,  ufed,  or  engaged,  in  or  at  Africa ,  or  on  any  Part  of  the  Coaft  coTit  of 
thereof,  diredtly  or  indirectly,  in  fupplying  with  Slaves  any  Foreign  Ship  Africa, 
or  Veffel,  or  Factory,  whatfoever  or  wherefoever,  or  any  Perfon  con¬ 
cerned  for  or  on  account  of  any  Foreign  Ship  or  Veffel  or  Factory,  or  for  or 
on  account  of  any  Ifland,  Colony,  Plantation,  or  Territory  belonging  to  or 
under  the  Dominion  of  any  Foreign  Sovereign,  State  or  Powrer  ;  and  every 
fuch  Ship  or  Veflel  which  fhall  be  fo  employed,  engaged,  or  ufed,  or  the 
Boats,  Officers,  or  Mariners  whereof,  by  and  with  the  Confent  and  Appro* 
baiionor  Diredtion  of  the  Owners  thereof,  fhall  be  fo  employed,  engaged, 
or  ufed  contrary  to  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning  of  this  Aft,  fhall,  with  all 
her  Boats,  Guns,  Furniture,  Ammunition,  Tackle,  and  Apparel,  be  for¬ 
feited,  and  fhall  and  may  be  feized  and  profecuted  as  is  hereinafter  men¬ 
tioned  and  provided  ;  and  the  Mafter  or  other  Perfcn  having  or  taking  the 
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Charge  and  Command  of  fuch  Ship  or  Veflel  fhall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
Sum  of  One  hundred  Pounds  of  lawful  Money  of  Great  Britain . 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  from  and  after  the  Expiration  of  One 
Calendar  Month  to  be  computed  from  the  Time  of  the  palling  of  this  Aft, 
it  fhall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Foreign  Ship  or  Veflel  employed  or  in¬ 
tended  to  be  employed  in  the  African  Slave  Trade,  to  be  fitted  out, 
equipped,  manned,  or  difpatched  at  or  from  any  Port  of  this  United 
Kingdom,  or  any  other  Part  of  His  Majefty’s  Dominions,  for  a  Voyage 
to  Africa ,  whether  that  be  the  Place  of  immediate  Deftination,  or  fuch 
Ship  or  Veflel  before  proceeding  thither  is  deflined  to  touch  at  fome  other 
Port  or  Place,  nor  fhall  it  be  lawful  for  any  of  His  Majefty’s  Subjefts,  or 
any  other  Perfon  or  Perfons  whatfoever,  to  Ihip,  lade,  or  put  on  board  in 
any  Foreign  Ship  or  Veflel  when  deftined  direftly  or  indireftly  to  Africa , 
at  any  Port  in  this  United  Kingdom,  or  any  other  Part  of  His  Majefty’s 
Dominions,  any  Goods,  Wares,  Merchandize,  or  Commodities  whatfo¬ 
ever,  with  Intent  that  the  fame  fhall  be  carried  to  Africa ,  to  be  there 
bartered  for  Slaves,  or  otherways  employed  in  the  African  Slave  Trade ; 
and  if  any  fuch  Foreign  Ship  or  Veflel  fhall  be  fo  unlawfully  fitted  out, 
equipped,  manned,  or  difpatched,  or  if  any  Goods,  Wares,  Merchan¬ 
dize,  or  Commodities  fhall  be  fo  unlawfully  Ihipped,  laden,  or  put  on 
board  in  any  furh  Ship  or  Veffel  with  fuch  Intent  as  aforefaid,  at  any  Port 
of  His  Majefty’s  Dominions,  fuch  Ship  or  Veflel,  with  all  her  Boats, 
Guns,  Tackle,  Apparel,  and  Furniture,  and  all  the  Goods,  Wares,  Mer¬ 
chandize,  and  Commodities  fo  Ihipped,  laden,  or  put  on  board,  fhall  be 
forfeited,  and  fhall  and  may  be  feized  and  profecuted  as  hereinafter  is 
mentioned  and  provided  ;  and  if  any  of  His  Majefty’s  Subjefts,  or  any 
Perfon  or  Perfons  refident  within  His  Majefty’s  Dominions,  fhall  know¬ 
ingly  and  wilfully  fit  out,  equip,  man,  or  difpatch  any  fuch  Foreign 
Ship  or  Veflel  for  the  Purpofes  aforefaid,  or  knowingly  and  wilfully  fumifti 
the  fame  with  any  Goods,  Wares,  Merchandize,  or  Commodities  as 
aforefaid,  with  the  Intent  and  for  the  Purpofe  aforefaid,  or  be  knowingly 
and  wilfully  aiding,  abetting,  or  aflifting  in  any  fuch  Offence,  every 
Perfon  or  Perfons  fo  offending,  aiding,  abetting,  or  afiifting,  fhall  forfeit  and 
pay  for  every  fuch  Offence  the  Sum  of  One  hundred  Pounds ;  and  every 
Ship  or  Veflel  fhall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  Foreign  Ship  or  Veflel 
for  the  Purpofes  aforefaid,  although  owned  in  whole  or  in  part  by  Britifh 
Subjefts,  which  fhall  not  be  regiftcred,  navigated,  and  cleared  out  in  fuch 
Manner  as  to  entitle  her  to  import  Slaves  into  a  Britifh  Colony,  according 
to  the  Laws  of  Navigation,  and  to  an  Aft  made  in  the  Thirty-ninth  Year 
of  the  Reign  of  His  prefent  Majefty,  int'tuled,  An  Ad  for  belter  regu¬ 
lating  the  Manner  of  carrying  Slaves  in  Britifh  Veffcls  from  the  Cocifl  of 
Africa. 

X.  And  be  it  further  enafted,  That  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Ship 

or  Veflel  clearing  out  from  any  Britifh  Port  after  the  find  Firft  Day  of 
January  One  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  (even,  to  export,  tranfport, 
carry,  or  convey  any  Slave  or  Slaves  from  Africa ,  or  the  Coafl  thereof, 
to  the  Iflands,  Colonies,  Plantations,  or  Territories  belonging  to  or  under 
the  Dominion  of  His  Majefty,  unlefs  the  Owner,  Matter,  or  other  Per- 
fon  having  the  Charge  of  fuch  Ship  or  Veflel  fhall,  on  her  clearing  out 
from  Great  Britain ,  or  fome  one  of  the  faid  Iflands,  Colonies,  Planta¬ 
tions,  or  Territories,  for  Africa  or  the  Coaft  thereof,  have  certified  to  the' 
.  .  9  Collector 
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Collector  or  principal  Officer  of  the  Cultoms  at  the  Port  of  Clearance, 
that  the  Intent  of  the  Voyage  is  to  take  in,  and  to  tranfport,  carry  and 
convey  Slaves  from  Africa  and  the  Coalt  thereof  to  the  Iffands,  Colonies, 

Plantations,  and  Territories  only  belonging  to  or  under  the  Dominion  ol 
His  Majefty,  and  lhall  have  entered  into  a  Bond,  in  the  penal  Sum  of 
One  thoufand  Pounds,  with  One  or  more  good  and  fuflicient  Sureties,  to 
the  Commiffioners  of  the  Cuffroms  in  London ,  or  to  the  chief  Officer  of  the 
Cultoms  in  other  Ports  refpe&ively,  with  Condition  that  fuch  Ship  or 
Vefiel  lhall  proceed  from  the  Coalt  of  Africa  to  fome  Port  or  Place  in 
fome  Illand,  Colony,  Plantation,  or  Territory  belonging  to  and  under 
the  Dominion  of  Plis  Majefty,  and  that  no  Slave  or  Slaves  which  ffiall  be 
taken  on  board  the  faid  Ship  or  Veffel  in  Africa ,  or  on  the  Coalt  thereof, 
ffiall  be  landed  or  difpofed  of  in  any  Port  or  Place  in  any  Illand,  Colony, 

Plantation,  or  Territory  belonging  to  or  under  the  Dominion  of  any  Fo¬ 
reign  Sovereign,  State,  or  Power,  or  (except  with  fuch  Licence  as  afore¬ 
faid)  in  any  of  the  aforefaid  Settlements,  Iffands,  Colonies,  or  Planta¬ 
tions  which  have  been  furrendered  to  His  Majefty’s  Arms  during  the  pre- 
fent  War,  nor  ffiall  on  any  Pretence  whatfoever  be  fold  or  difpofed  of  to 
the  Ships  or  Vellels  of  any  Foreign  Sovereign,  State,  or  Power,  or 
to  any  Perfon  whatever  concerned  for  or  on  account  of  the  fame,  or 
direCtly  or  indirectly  in  fupplying  the  fame  with  Slaves,  either  on  the  Coall 
of  Africa ,  or  the  High  Seas,  or  any  Port,  Harbour,  or  Place  whe.refoever 
fituated  ;  and  the  faid  Bond  lhall  not  be  void  and  diffcharged  until  the  due 
and  faithful  Performance  of  all  and  every  the  feveral  Conditions  therein 
contained  lhall  have  been  proved  or  afcertained  by  the  Production  cf  the 
Ship’s  Log  Book  and  the  Surgeon’s  Journal  duly  verified,  and  alio  by  a 
Certificate  or  Certificates  from  the  chief  Officer  of  the  Cultoms  of  each 
and  every  Port  or  Place  in  the  Iffands,  Colonies,  Plantations,  or  Territo¬ 
ries  belonging  to  or  under  the  Dominion  of  His  Majefty  where  the  faid 
Ship  or  Veffel  lhall  have  touched,  Jetting  forth  that  the  feveiH  Injunctions 
hereinafter  contained  have  been  duly  complied  with  :  Provided  always, 
that  the  faid  Bond  lhall  be  void  if  ^iot  profecuted  within  Three  Years  after 

the  Return  of  the  faid  Ship  or  Veffel.

Africa ,  or  the  Coalt  thereof,  lhall  arrive  at  any  Port  or  Place,  in  any 
Illand,  Colony,  Plantation,  or  Territory  belonging  to  or  under  the  Do¬ 
minion  of  His  Majefty,  the  Malter,  or  other  Perfon  having  the  Charge  or 
Command  of  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel,  lhall  immediately  repair  to  the  Cultom 
Houfe  at  or  neareft  to  the  Port  or  Place  where  he  lhall  arrive,  and  there 
.give  in  a  written  Account,  to  the  Collector  or  chief  Officer  of  the  Cuf- 
toms,  of  the  total  Number  of  Slaves  which  he  brought  in  the  faid  Ship 
or  Veffel  from  Africa ,  or  the  Coaft  thereof,  and  lhall  declare  that  fince 
his  Departure  from  thence,  he  hath  notcaufed  to  be  unihipped  or  landed, 
or  fold  or  difpofed  of  any  Slave  or  Slaves  in  any  Illand,  Colony,  Planta-* 
tion,  or  Territory  belonging  to  or  under  the  Dominion  of  any  Foreign 
Sovereign  or  State,  or  into  any  Ship  or  Veffel  at  Sea,  cr  otherwife,  and 
lhall  confirm  fuch  Declaration  by  the  Production  of  the  Ship’s  Log  Book 
and  Surgeon’s  Journal,  and  alfo  by  producing  the  Surgeon  and  Chief 
Mate  of -fuch  Ship  or  Veffel,  if  living,  and  on  board  the  fame,  or  if 
otherwife,  then  the  two  next  Officers  in  point  of  Station  on  board,  to  be

XIT.  And  whereas  it  may  frequently  happen  that  the  Slayes  brought  in 
any  Ship  or  Veffel  from  Africa ,  or  the  Coafl  thereof,  or  fome  of  them, 
may  not  be  fold  at  the  firfl  Port  or  Place  at  which  the  Ship  or  Veffel  (hall 
arrive  in  any  Ifland,  Colony,  Plantation,  or  Territory  belonging  to  or 
under  the  Dominion  of  Ilis  Majefly  be  it  therefore  further  ena&ed,  That 
any  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel,  the  whole  Cargo  of  which  (hall  not  have  been 
difpofed  of  at  the  Port  at  which  (he  fhall  firfl  anive  in  the  faid  Iflands, 
Colonics,  Plantations,  or  Territories  belonging  to  or  under  the  Dominion 
of  His  Majefly,  from  Africa  or  the  Coafl  thereof,  fhall  be  permitted  to 
proceed  with  her  Slaves,  or  the  Remainder  thereof,  to  fuch  other  Port  or 
Place,  Ports  or  Places,  within  any  of  the  Iflands,  Colonies,  Plantations, 
or  Territories  belonging  to  or  under  the  Dominion  of  His  Majefly,  into 
which  Slaves  from  Africa  may  be  lawfully  imported,  as  the  Mailer  or  other 
Perfon  having  or  taking  the  Charge  or  Command  of  fuch  Ship  or  VefTel,- 
fhall  think  fit :  Provided  always,  that  at  every  fuch  Port  or  Ports  where 
any  Slave  or  Slaves  fhall  be  unfhipped  or  landed,  the  Mailer  or  other 
Perfon  having  or  taking  the  Command  of  fuch  Ship  fhall  take  from  the 
Collector  or  other  Chief  Officer  of  the  Cufloms,  a  Certificate  of  the 
Number  of  Slaves  which  fhall  have  been  fo  unfhipped  and  landed  out  of 
his  Ship  or  Veffel,  at  the  faid  Port  or  Place  ;  which  Certificate,  with  the 
Account  of  the  original  Number  brought  from  Africa ,  or  the  Coafl 
thereof,  and  alfo  an  Account  of  the  Number  remaining  on  board,  and 
the  Journal  of  the  Surgeon  of  the  faid  Ship  or  Veffel,  expreffing  the 
Number  of  Slaves  who  fhall  have  died  during  the  faid  Voyage,  fhall  be 
by  the  faid  Mafler,  or  other  Perfon  having  or  taking  the  Charge  or 
Command  of  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel,  exhibited  to  the  Collector  or  Chief 
Officer  of  the  Cufloms  of  every  other  Port  or  Place  in  the  faid  Iflands, 
Colonies,  Plantations,  or  Territories  belonging  to  or  under  the  Dominion 
of  Plis  Majefly,  at  which  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel  fhall  afterwards  touch  ;  and 
the  Collector  or  Chief  Officer  of  the  Cufloms  of  fuch  other  Port  or  Place, 
Ports  or  Places,  fhall  and  he  is  hereby  required,  to  compare  the  faid 
Accounts ;  and  if  there  fhall  appear  to  be  any  Deficiency  in  the  Number 
of  Slaves  which  fuch  Mafler,  or  Perfon  having  or  taking  the  Charge  or 
Command  of  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel,  fhall  not  be  able  lawfully  to  account 
for,  every  fuch  Mafler  or  other  Perfon  fhall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Fifty 
Pounds  for  every  Slave  which  fhall  be  fo  found  deficient  and  unaccounted 
for :  Provided  always,  that  no  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel  fhall  tranfport  or 
carry  away  from  any  fuch  Port  or  Place,  on  Pain  of  Forfeiture  of  Ship 
and  Cargo  as  aforefaid,  any  other  Slave  or  Slaves  than  fuch  as  fhall  have 
been  entered,  as  Part  of  her  Cargo  from  Africa ,  or  the  Coafl  thereof,  in 
the  fame  Voyage. 

XIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  from  and  after  the  faid  Firfl  Day 
of  "January  One  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  feven,  no  Perfon  fnail  em¬ 
bark,  fhip,  export,  or  carry  upon  the  Seas,  any  Slave  or  Slaves  from 
any  Ifland,  Colony,  Plantation  or  Territory  belonging  to  or  under  the 
Dominion  of  His  Majefly,  to  any  other  Ifland,  Colony,  Plantation,  or 
Territory  belonging  to  or  under  the  Dominion  of  His  Majefly,  in  any 
Ship  or  Veffel,  whatever  (except  as  before  mentioned,  in  Britiflj  Ships, 
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from.  Africa  or  the  Coaft  thereof  ’,  until  the  Owner  or  Exporter  thereof 
lhall  make  Application  in  Writing  to  the  Governor  of  the  faid  Ifland, 
Colony,  Plantation,  or  Territory,  or  to  the  Collector  or  Chief  Officer  of 
the  Guftoms  of  the  Port  from  whence  it  fhall  be  intended  to  export  or 
embark  the  faid  Slave  or  Slaves,  which  faid  Application  fhall  exprefs  the 
Number  and  Quality  of  the  Slaves  he  fhall  be  defirous  to  export,  tranf- 
port,  carry,  or  convey,  and  the  Place  to  which  he  means  to  carry  them 
(fuch  Place  being  always  fome  Ifland,  Colony,  Plantation,  or  Territory 
belonging  to  or  under  the  Dominion  of  His  Majefty,  into  which  fuch 
Slaves  may  be  lawfully  imported  without  any  Special  Licence,  or  elfe 
fome  or  one  of  the  faid  Settlements,,  Ifland?,  Colonies,  or  Plantations 
which  have  furrendered  to  His  Majefty’s  Arms  during  the  prefent  War, 
for  importing  the  faid  Slaves  into  which  fome  fuch  Special  Licence  as 
aforefaid  fhall  have  been  obtained),  and  until  fuch  Owner  or  Exporter 
fhall  obtain  a  Licence  in  Writing  for  the  Exportation  of  fuch  Slaves  from 
fuch  Ifland,  Colony,  Territory,  or  Plantation  wherein  fuch  Application  is 
made,  fpecifying  the  Place  of  Deftination  ;  which  Licence  under  his  Hand 
and  Seal  the  faid  Governor,  Collector,  or  Chief  Officer  is  hereby  autho¬ 
rized  and  required  to  grant,  but  previous  thereto  every  fuch  Owner  or 
Exporter  fhall  alfo  give  Bond  to  His  Majefty,  Elis  Heirs  and  Succefiors, 
in  a  penal  Sum  equal  to  the  Sum  of  Fifty  Pounds  lawful  Money  of  Great 
Britain  for  every  Slave  fo  to  be  carried,  and  deliver  the  fame  to  the  faid 
Governor,  or  the  Collector  or  Chief  Officer  of  the  Cuftoms  of  the  Port 
or  Place  from  which  fuch  Slave  or  Slaves  fhall  be  carried,  the  Condition 
of  which  Bond  fhall  be,  that  the  faid  Owner  or  Proprietor  fhall  faithfully 
and  truly  land  or  deliver  the  faid  Slaves  at  the  Place  to  which  he  fhall  be 
fo  authoiized  to  export  or  convey  the  fame,  and  fhall.  within  a  Time  to 
be  in  the  faid  Condition  limited,  having  refpeft  therein  to  the  ordinary 
Length  of  the  faid  intended  Voyage,  produce  a  Certificate  from  the  Col¬ 
lector  or  Chief  Officer  of  the  Cuftoms  of  the  Port  or  Place  to  which  the 
faid  Slave  or  Slaves  fhall  be  fo  permitted  to  be  exported  or  conveyed,  or, 
in  cafe  there  be  in  that  Place  no  Collector  or  Chief  Officer  of  the  Cuftoms, 
from  Two  of  the  moft  eminent  Britijb  Merchants  or  Inhabitants,  certify¬ 
ing  that  the  faid  Slave  or  Slaves  fhall  have  been  landed  and  left  in  the  faid 
Port  or  Place,  Death  or  other  inevitable  Impediment,  to  be  proved  by 
Oath  of  Two  credible  Witnefies,  excepted  ;  and  if  any  fuch  Slave-  or 
Slaves  fo  exported,  fhall  not  be  fo  landed  and  left  according  to  the  Con¬ 
dition  of  any  fuch  Bond,  or  fuch  Certificate  as  aforefaid  fhall  not  be  duly 
returned,  the  faid  Bond  fhall  become  forfeited,  and  the  faid  Governor  or 
Colleftor,  or  Chief  Officer,  may  caufe  the  fame  to  be  put  in  Suit,  and 
the  faid  Owner  or  Exporter  fhall  not  be  relieved  from  the  Penalty 
thereof  but  on  Payment  of  the  Sum  of  Fifty  Pounds  lawful  Money 
aforefaid,  for  every  Slave  not  fo  landed  or  left,  or  not  fo  certified  to  have 
been  landed  and  left  as  aforefaid,  nor  fhall  the  Party  be  thereby  difeharged 
from  any  Penalty  or  Forfeiture  incurred  by  the  fending  or  conveying.

either  in  Navigation,  Fifhing,  or  any  other  his  ordinary  Bufinefs  or  r.iunmn ; 

Occupation  upon  the  Seas :  Provided  alfo,  that  nothing  in  this  Aft  con-  i.er  rorfomef 

tained  fhall  extend,  or  be  confirmed  to  extend,  to  prevent  any  Slave  who' t:c  f!lv*s.ai* 
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fliall  be  really  and  truly  the  domeftick  Servant  of  any  Pcrfon  refiding 
in  any  Ifland,  Colony,  Plantation,  or  Territory  belonging  to  or  under  the 
Dominion  of  Hir  Majefty,  from  attending  fuch  his  Owner  or  Mailer, 
or  any  Part  of  his  Family,  by  Sea  to  any  Place  whatever,  whether  under 
the  Dominion  of  His  Majefty  or  of  any  Foreign  Sovereign,  State,  or 
Power ;  but  if  any  Slave  or  Slaves  employed  in  Navigation,  or  any  Fifli- 
ermen  or  domeltic  Slave  or  Slaves  fliall  be  fo  employed,  embarked,  or 
carried  in  any  Ship  or  Veffel  on  a  Voyage  from  any  Britifh  Ifland  or  Co¬ 
lony  to  any  Foreign  Colony,  Plantation,  or  Territory,  or  to  any  other 
BritiJJj  Ifland  or  Colony,  or  to  any  ol  the  faid  Settlements,  Iflands,  Colo¬ 
nies,  or  Plantations,  which  have  been  furrendered  to  His  Majefty’s  Arms 
during  the  prefent  War,  the  Names  and  Occupations  of  every  fuch  Slave 
or  Slaves  (except  domellic  Slaves  attending  on  the  Perfon  of  any  Paflcn- 
ger  or  Paflengers  on  board,  not  exceeding  in  Number  Two  fuch  Slaves 
for  every  Paflenger  on  board)  fliall  be  inferted  in  or  indorfed  upon  the 
Clearance  or  Permit  to  depart  of  fuch  Ship  or  Veflel,  by  or  in  the  Pre- 
fence  of  the  Collector,  Comptroller,  or  other  chief  Oflicer  of  the  Cus¬ 
toms  of  the  Port  or  Place  from  which  fuch  Ship  or  Veflel  fliall  clear  out¬ 
wards  on  any  fuch  Voyage,  who  fhali  without  Fee  or  Reward  certify 
under  his  Hand  that  the  Slave  or  Slaves  fo  embarked  or  carried  were  re¬ 
ported  and  deferibed  to  him  as  Seamen,  Fifliermen,  or  dcmeftic  Servants, 
as  the  Cafe  may  be ;  and  if  any  Slave  or  Slaves  fliall  be  found  on  board 
any  Ship  or  Veflel,  bound  on  any  fuch  Voyage  as  aforefaid.  whofe  Name 
and  Description,  Names  and  Defcriptions,  fliall  not  be  inferted  in  or  in¬ 
dorfed  upon  the  Clearance  or  Permit,  and  certified  as  aforefaid  (except 
as  aforefaid)  or  who  fliall  be  untruly  or  fraudulently  therein  or  thereupon 
deferibed  with  Intent  to  violate  or  elude  any  of  the  Prohibitions  or  Regu¬ 
lations  in  this  Act  contained,  all  and  every  fuch  Slave  or  Slaves  fliall  be 
forfeited,  and  fliall  and  may  be  feized  and  profecuted  as  hereinafter  is 
mentioned  and  provided  ;  and  the  Maker  or  other  Perfon  having  the 
Charge  of  fuch  Ship  or  Veflel  in  which  the  fame  fliall  be  fo  embarked  and 
carried  without  fuch  Certificate  as  aforefaid,  and  the  Owner,  Mafler.  or 
other  Perfon  by  whom  or  by  whofe  Procurement  fuch  Slave  or  Slaves  fhali 
be  fo  untruly  and  fraudulently  deferibed  w  ith  fuch  Intent  as  aforefaid,  fliall 
refpedlively  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  Fifty  Pounds  lawful  Money  afore¬ 
faid  for  every  fuch  Slave  or  Slaves,  to  be  recovered  and  applied  as  herein¬ 
after  is  mentioned  and  provided  :  Provided  alfo,  that  nothing  in  this  Adi 
contained  fliall  be  conftrued  or  taken  to  prevent  any  S!  ve  or  Slaves  from 
being  put  onboard  any  Ship  or  Veflel  by  the  Order  of  His  Majefty’s  Com¬ 
mander  in  Chief,  either  by  Sea  or  Land,  in  any  Ifland,  Colony,  Planta¬ 
tion,  or  Territory  belonging  to,  or  under  the  Dominion  of  His  Majefty, 
in  order  to  be  employed  in  His  Majefty’s  Military  or  Naval  Service,  and 
from  being  by  fuch  Order  fo  employed  howfoever  or  whei  efoever  the  faid 
Service  may  require ;  any  Thing  herein-before  contained  to  the  contrary 
notwithftanding. 
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XIV.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enadled,  That  the  granting  of  Licences, 
and  every  other  Adi  which  the  Governor  of  any  Ifland.  Colony,  Plan¬ 
tation,  or  Territory  belonging  to  or  under  the  Dominion  cf  His  Majefty, 
is  by  this  Acl  dire  died  or  authorized  to  do  or  perform,  may  be  lawfully 
done  or  performed  by  the  Perfon  or  Perfons  executing  pro  tempore  the 
Office  or  Function  of  Governor  of  any  fuch  Ifland,  Colony,  Plantation,  or 
Territory,  by  Authority  from  His  Majefty,  whether  under  the  Style  and 
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Title  of  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Prefident  of  the  Council,  or  under 
any  other  Style  or  Title  whatfoever. 

XV.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  at  any  Time  hereafter  the  faid 
Settlements,  Elands,  Colonies,  or  Plantations  on  the  Continent  of  America, 
or  in  the  Weft  Indies ,  which  have  been  furrendered  to  Ilis  Majefty’s  Arms 
during  the  prefent  War,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  fhall  be  reconquered 
by  any  of  His  Majefty’s  Enemies,  or  fhall,  purfuant  to  any  future  Treaty 
of  Peace  or  otherwife,  ceafe  to  be  under  the  Dominion,  or  in  the  Pof- 
feftion  of  His  Majeftv,  His  Heirs  or  Succeffors,  then  and  from  thence¬ 
forth  the  faid  Settlements,  Elands,  Colonies,  or  Plantations,  or  fuch  of 
them  as  fhall  be  fo  reconquered,  or  pafs  from  His  Majefty’s  Dominion  and 
Poffeffion;  fhall  for  all  the  Purpofes  of  this  Aft  be  deemed  and  taken  to 
be  Settlements,  Iilands,  Colonies,  or  Plantations  belonging  to  and  under 
the  Dominion  of  a  Foreign  Sovereign,  State,  or  Power,  as  fully  as  if  they 
had  been  within  that  Defcription  at  the  Time  of  palling  this  Aft. , 

XVI.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid.  That  if  any 
Perfon  taking  any  Oath  by  this  Aft  authorized  or  required  to  be  taken, 
fhall  thereby  commit  wilful  Perjury,  or  if  any  Perfon  fhall  unlawfully  pro¬ 
cure  or  fuborn  aily  Perfon  to  take  any  Oath  by  this  Aft  authorized  or 
required  to  be  taken,  whereby  fuch  Perfon  fhall  commit  wilful  Perjury, 
every  fuch  Perfon  fhall  incur  and  fuffer  the  like  Pains  and  Penalties  as  are 
by  Law  ihflifted  upon  Perfons  committing  wilful  and  corrupt  Perjury  or 
Subornation  of  Perjury  refpeftively, 

XVII.  And  be  it  further  enafted,  That  the  feveral  pecuniary  Penalties  or 
Forfeitures  impofed  and  inflifted  by  this  Aft,  or  by  the  faid  Order  in 
Council,  fhall  and  may  be  fued  for,  profecuted,  and  recovered  in  any 
Court  of  Record  in  Great  Britain ,  or  in  any  Court  of  Record  or  Vice 
Admiralty  in  any  Part  of  His  Majefty’  Dominions  wherein  the  Offence 
was  committed,  or  in  cafe  the  Offender  fhall  be  refident  in  any  other 
Place,  then  in  any  Part  of  His  Majeffy’s  Dominions  wherein  fuch  Offender 
may  be  found  ;  and  that  in  all  Cafes  of  Seizures  of  any  Ships,  Veffels, 
Slaves,  Goods,  or  Effefts  for  any  Forfeiture  under  this  Aft,  or  under  the 
faid  Order  in  Council,  the  fame  fhall  and  may  refpeftively  be  fued  for, 
profecuted,  and  recovered  in  any  Court  of  Record  in  Great  Britain ,  or 
in  any  Court  of  Record  or  Vice  Admiralty  in  any  Part  of  His  Majefty’s 
Dominions  in  or  nearefl  to  which  fuch  Seizures  may  be  made,  or  to  which 
fuch  Ships  or  Veffels,  Slaves,  Goods,  or  Effefts  (if  feized  at  Sea,  or  with¬ 
out  the  Limits  of  any  Britifh  Jurifdiftion)  may  moft  conveniently  be  car¬ 
ried  for  Trial ;  and  all  the  faid  Penalties  and  Forfeitures,  whether  pecu¬ 
niary  or  fpecific,  fhall  go  and  belong  to  fuch  Perfon  and  Perfons,  in  fuch 
Shares  and  Proportions,  and  fhall  and  may  be  fued  for  and  profecuted,  tried, 
recovered,  diftributed,  and  applied  in  fuch  and  the  like  Manner,  and  by 
the  fame  Ways  and  Means,  and  fubjeft  to  the  fame  Rules  and  Directions 
as  any  Penalties  or  Forfeitures  incurred  in  Great  Britain  and  in  the  Britijh 
Colonies  or  Plantations  in  America  refpeftively,  by  force  of  any  Aft  of 
Parliament  relating  to  the  Trade  and  Revenues  of  the  faid  Britijh  Colonies 
or  Plantations  in  America ,  now  go  and  belong  to,  and  may  now  be  fued 
for,  profecuted,  tried,  recovered,  diftributed,  and  applied  refpeftively  in 
Great  Britain ,  or  in  the  faid  Colonies  or  Plantations  refpeftively,  under 
and  by  virtue  of  a  certain  Aft  of  Parliament  made  in  the  Fourth  Year  of 
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His  prefent  Majefty,  intituled.  An  Aft  for  granting  certain  Duties  in  the 
Britifh  Colonies  and  Plantations  in  America,  for  continuing ,  amending ,  and 
making  perpetual  an  Aft  pajfed  in  the  Sixth  Tear  of  the  Reign  of  His  late 
Majcjly  King  George  the  Second ,  intituled ,  4  An  Aft  for  the  better  fecuring 
4  and  encouraging  the  Trade  of  His  Maj  fly's  Sugar  Colonies  in  America, 
4  for  applying  the  Produce  of  fuch  Duties ,  and  of  the  Duties  to  arife  by  virtue 
4  of  the  faid  Aft ,  towards  defraying  the  Ex pences  of  defending ,  protefting% 
4  and fecuring  the  faid  Colonies  and  Plantations ,  for  explaining  an  Aft  made 
4  in  the  Twenty-fifth  Tear  of  the  Reign  of  King  Charles  the  Second ,  ( intituled , 
4  An  Aft  for  the  Encouragement  of  the  Greenland  and  Eaflland  Trades , 
4  and  for  the  better  fecuring  the  Plantation  Trade  J,  and  for  altering  and 
4  dif allowing  fever al  Drawbacks  on  Exports  from  this  Kingdom ,  and  more 
4  effeftually  preventing  the  clandejline  Conveyance  of  Goods  to  and  from  the 
4  faid  Colonics  and  Plantations ,  and  improving  and  fecuring  the  Trade  between 
4  the  fame  and  Great  Britain.’ 

(  e  XVIII.  And  be  it  further  enafted,  That  all  Ships  and  Veflels,  Slave$> 
rf’ei/ed'aml  *  Goods,  and  Effects  that  fhall  or  may  become  forfeited  for  any  Offence  com- 
proiecuied.  mitted  againlt  this  Aft,  or  againfl  the  faid  Order  in  Council,  fhall  and  may 
t>e  feized  by  any  Officer  of  His  Majefly’s  Cuftoms  or  Excife,  or  by  the 
Commanders  or  Officers  of  any  of  His  Majefty’s  Ships  or  Veflels  of  War, 
who  in  making  and  profecuting  any  fuch  Seizures,  fhall  have  the  Benefit 
of  all  the  Provifions  made  by  the  faid  Aft  of  the  Fourth  Year  of  His  prefent 
Majefty,  or  any  other  Aft  of  Parliament  for  the  Proteftion  of  Officers 
feizing  and  profecuting  for  any  Offence  againfl  the  faid  Aft,  or  any  other 
Aft  of  Parliament  relating  to  the  Trade  and  Revenues  of  \ht  Britifh  Colo- 
>  nies  or  Plantations  in  America. 

General  lime  XIX.  And  be  it  further  enafted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  if  any 
pieiitd.  Aftion  or  Suit  fhall  be  commenced  either  in  Great  Britain ,  or  elfewhere, 
againfl  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  for  any  Thing  done  in  purfuance  of  this 
Aft,  or  of  the  faid  Order  in  Council,  the  Defendant  or  Defendants  in 
fuch  Aftion  or  Suit  may  plead  the  General  Iffue,  and  give  this  Aft  or  the 
faid  Order  in  Council  as  herein  recited,  and  the  fpecial  Matter  in  Evi¬ 
dence  at  any  Trial  to  be  had  thereupon,  and  that  the  fame  was  done  in 
purfuance  and  by  the  Authority  of  this  Aft,  or  of  the  faid  Order  in 
Council ;  and  if  it  fhall  appear  fo  to  have  been  done,  the  Jury  fhall  find 
for  the  Defendant  or  Defendants ;  and  if  the  Plaintiff  fhall  be  nonfuited 
or  dilcontinue  his  Aftion  after  the  Defendant  or  Defendants  fhall  have 
appeared,  or  if  Judgment  fhall  be  given  upon  any  Verdict  or  Demurrer 
againfl  the  Plaintiff',  the  Defendant  or  Defendants  fhall  recover  Treble 
Cofls,  and  have  the  like  Remedy  for  the  fame  as  Defendants  have  in  other 
Cafes  by  Law.
